Done Out of Rev- 
enue 



Coleman, Alb., .it no It):— Startling 
evidence as to tho effect of the car 
shortage under the earning capacity 
of the miners for one year was given 
to the Alberta coal commission this 
afternoon by H. N. Galer, vice-presi- 
dent of the International Coal and 
Coke Co. Tho niiners were idle f»5% 
days last year, owing- to the shortage 
of cars, and that meant a loss of f-Jan 
to each miner employed, or a total 
loss to tiie four hundred men em- 
ployed at the mines of $100,000. The 
company was hit equnllj as hard, as 
it had a market for every bit of coal 
it produced, and the shortage cut off 
a big lot of revenue.

H. M. S. Shearwater, ('apt. Allgood, 
reached Esqulmalt yesterday after a 
most eventCul cruise In Central Ameri- 
can Witters. During tho cruise '.1003 
miles woro traveled in the 72 days 
since the vessel left here, 56 days 
were spent at sea. The warship, when 
at Acapulco on her way south was 
shaken by tho heavy earthquake shock 
Which devastated .Mexican cities. So 
violent was the shock that all on 
hoard rushed to the side in the belief 
that the vessel had grounded. While 
in the south the ship's company saw- 
much of the comic opera warfare of 
the Central American republics, as well 
as the tragic side of life In those parts. 
The Shearwater was tit Amapala fol- 
lowing the raising of tho siege when 
the place v/as taken by 'tlie Hondu- 
ras and Kan Salvadoreans when Nlr- 
uraga was worsted in a short-lived, 
uraga was worsted in a short-lived 
war. and carried three officers, who 
were decked heavily with, gold lace 
to Corlnto tn make a peace treaty. 
Mr. Carden, British minister to Guat- 
amala, was also taken on a series of 
official visits by the Shearwater. Re- 
turning, she reached San Jose de Gu- 
atamala just after an attempt to as- 
sassinate the president by mining the 
street and firing a trunkload of dy- 
namite with an electrical connection 
from ti house as he was driving 
along. As a result of this outrage, 
6000 people, most of them Innocent, 
were arrested, among the number bo- 
Ing many American miners who were 
apprehended only for the reason that 
they wore known to have used dyna- 
mite In mining. 

Experiences Earthquake 

The Shearwater sailed from Esqul- 
malt on March 30, called at San Dlogo 
and proceeded from there 'to Acapulco. 
At the Mexican port, at 11.25 p.m., on 
April 11, tlie vessel was suddenly 
shaken severely as though she had 
gone ashore and jumped over a bar. 
Four other shocks followed. All hands 
were awakened and rushed to the 
side, believing tho vessel had stranded. 
The harbor was smooth, and there 
was not a ripple following the heavy 
shocks, although a tldai wave swept 
into the main street of tho city for a 
distance of 1M0 yards. Several houses 
were destroyed, hut no lives were 
lost at Acapulea At other pla'c^s 
heavy loss of life followed tlie collapse 
of houses. The shock was one of the 
most severe felt In Mexico for years. 

From Acapulco tho Shearwater pro- 
ceeded to San Jose do Guatamala, the 
port frmn whlfrh the Guatamatan runs 
to Guatamala city, the capital. L. G. 
E. Carden, British minister to Guata- 
mala, was taken on board to make a 
series of visits to other places, as be- 
ing new representative of Britain In 
Central America, he was desirous of 
showing his credentials at nearby 
points. Tho X icaragua- Hond uran war 
was still in progress and tlie Shear- 
water proceeded to Amapala, which 
was reported being bombarded, 
Comic Opera Warfare 

This was like the historic bom- 
bardment of Matanzas. At the Cuban 
place I lie American warships killed 
one mule. At Amapala the Honduran 
navy bombarded for three days and 
killed one do^. Amapala, tho siege 
of which marked the close of the war, 
Ih'S on a bay, with two islands lying 
several hundred yards from tlie city, 
To tin' north is an eminence on tlie 
top of wide was a brushwood fortress, 
with Ileal ciins mounted at the cor- 
ners. There was considerable abattis 
work and wire entanglement about the 
hillside, around which the Honduran 
and San Salvadorean mines were 
drawn. Below the fortress fronting 
tlie bay were a number of houses 
and villas and there were many tren- 
ches, mostly well-made in the gardens 
of these places, (lie settlement lying 
to the south of the fortified hill, fac- 
ing Hie bay. 

While the armies were beleapurlng 
this place, the fleet, which consisted 
.if three tughoats with fie.d guns, 
nine-pounders, lashed in the how and 
in the after rigging, lay behind the 
two islands, and circled out to fire 
and then run hack .-main. The bom- 
bardment continued in this manner 
for three days, and the total loss of 
life being, one dog killed. It was 
found that the guns of the fort car- 
ried further than those on tlie fleet, 
and larger guns was sent for to hp 
mounted on one of the boats. The 
short range kmiis used by t lie Meet 
shook the little vessels so that they 
almost foundered, and when this lurg- 
er on,' was discharged the vibration 
caused the sinking of tho vessel in 
whose bow it was lashed. 

Dispute Over Bombardment 

An interesting question arose re- 
garding the bombardment. The Uni- 
ted Slates ship Chicago, flying the 
flag of Hear Admiral Swinburne, and 
the cruiser Roston wi re lying off Ama- 
pala, and It was stated thai thoy 
stopped the firing, on the ground that 
tlie law of nations forbade tlie bom- 
bardment of .in unfortified place. They 
held that while it was permissible to 
bombard the fortress the city lying 
some distance nwa.v was Immune front 
bombardment. However, the fighting 
had ended when II M. S. Shearwater 
arrived ami the British minister and 
some of tlie officers of the Shearwater 
were landed. Trenches and other 
signs of tlie recent war were apparent, 
and negotiations were then proceeding 
for peace. The fighting was reported 
to have been quite severe at places. 
At Managua, the Nlcnrguan capital, 
from which tlie national troops fled 
on the approach of the Honduras and 
San Salvadoreans, there was danger 
of looting by the rowdy clement, until 
tho United States charge d'affaires, Mr. 
Brown, organized the foreign residents 
to protect the city. He was much 
complimented for his work In this con- 
nection. 

The armies of the Central American 
republics engaged in this war were 
a strange aggregation. The officers 
wore most gorgeous uniforms, which 
shakos and plumes of die continental 
stamp, but the rank and file were a 
ragged lot, with only a band about 
their hats for the most pari as uni- 
form. The usual practise was to light 
until it seemed that the fortunes of 
war were against them and then 
change the hand on the hat. 

Pence Envoys 

At Amapala, tlio Shearwater em- 



barked three pcaco envoys, a San Sal- 
vadorean colonel, gorgeously uniform- 
ed, who had shot a man tho day pre- 
vious to embarking. Ho said the af- 
fair was merely a domestic reprisal; 
Two other high officials equally res- 
plenrtently arrayed were also embarked 
and taken to Corlnto. They were glad 
to land, having boon .suffering con- 
siderably by reason of tho motion of 
the sea and tho ship. They were sent 
ashoro in tlio warship's 'launch to 
arrange details of tho peace, and the 
Shearwater proceeded to Punta Are- 
nas, where Mr. Carden, the British 
minister was landed. Afterward a 
visit was made to San Joso in the 
Gulf of Nlcoya whence tho British 
minister and some of the officers on- 
trained for San Jose, capital of 
Costa Rica. Thence tho warship went 
to Corlnto and the minister paid a 
visit to Managua., following the mak- 
ing of the peace treaty. From Cor- 
lnto tho vessel went to Ajacutla, from 
where the minister went to the San 
Salvadorean capital to pay his com- 
pliments to tho government. The Shear- 
water thou returned to San Jose do 
Guatamala whore Mr. Carden de- 
barked. 

Attempt at Assassination 

On arrival tit San Joso do Guata- 
mala on .May fi, tho Shearwater's of- 
ficers learned of an attempt that had 
just been made to assassinate tlie 
Guatamatan president. The chief ex- 
ecutive Wiis returning to his resi- 
dence In a carriage when suddenly a 
mine was exploded in the street, kill- 
ing tho carriage horses, tin., driver and 
a little girl who stood in the street. 
It seems that the plotters had secured 
a house from which they had tunnel- 
led under the road, and beneath tlie 
mldcte of the. street they had planted 
a truiik laden with dynamite. Connec- 
tion was made by means of electric 
wires and the would-be assassins fired 
tho mine as the president approached. 
Tlie explosion, however, was ill-timed, 
and the president escaped. Officers 
of the Shearwater who visited the 
scene saw a large hole blown in the 
roadway as a result of the explosion. 
The affair took jila.ee at 7 a.m., and 
i the police w ere too thunderstruck to do 
anything for some time. The train 
for tlie port lefl at S a.m.. and it Is 
believed those who fired Hie mine es- 
caped by this. The 6000 arrests made 
Included a number of American min- 
ers who were taken in charge only be- 
cause they wein known to have used 
dynamite In their business, while 
many residents of the city were known 
to have electric wires in their houses 
were arrested solely on tills account- 
That a president in Central Ameri- 
ca is not 1L jrood risk to an insurance 
company is evident from a story told 
by the British minister while on 
board the Shearwater, of a recent ev- 
ent he had witnessed. The president 
had gone to a church and while he 
was there a revolution took place, the 
revolutionaries pacing about fifty 
soldiers upon tlie flat roof of a house 
opposite the church. These were arm- 
ed with titles trained on tho church 
ontrance. Then twenty men were sent 
to brawl in front of the church. When 
the president came from the church to 
quiet the brawlers tlie fifty men on 
tho roof opened lire tit him. None of 
tho bullets struck the lleelng president 
who reached shelter and soon sent a 
few platoons of his troops to put 
down the incipient rebellion. 

Are Entertained 
At Guatamala city the British colony 
which consists of about two dozen peo- 
ple, entertained Capt. Allgood and the 
officers of H. M. S. Shearwater royally. 
Mrs. Carden, wife of the minister, 
gave an enjoyable party at the legation 
and all were presented to the president 
and officials of tlie country- 

From San Jose the warship proceed- 
ed to the. Galapagos islands, once the 
home of thousands of turtles. Ac- 
cording to officers of tho Shearwater, 
tho turtles are now practically extinct. 
Although this island was the furthest 
south touched, the weather there was 
tho coolest experienced on the trip. 
The crew there had an experience with 
mosquitos that they will not soon for- 
got. Language failed the officers of 
the Shearwater in describing the 
bloodthirsty insects by which they 
were attacked. 

Returning, a call was made at Aca- 
pulco, where tho Shearwater coaled 
on May 23, and proceeded to San Di- 
ogo, where four days was spent dur- 
ing which time the British sailors 
were most hospitably entertained by 
Hie officers and men of the fleet of 
American vessels in port. San Diego 
was left on June 4, and tlie vessel 
came thence direct to Esqulmalt, en- 
countering heavy weather when off 
Capo Flattery, the vessel rolling al- 
most gunwales under in a. heavy sea. 
All are well on board, and no accident 
of any kind occurred during the voy- 
age. The Shearwater's next cruise 
will he to Bering sea for the sealing 
patrol upon which she will start about 
tlio end of this month or beginning of 
Julv.

WARNS THE DAIRYMEN 
OF BRITISH COLUMBIA 



Commissioner Says They Must be 
More Careful Regarding 
Cream Sold 




"Unless the dairymen of British Col- 
umbia are more careful in respect to 
the condition of the cream which they 
well to the creameries I am afraid that 
1 will have to take advantage of that 
section of the. act which entitles me to 
condemn the promises of the contribu- 
tors," was the statement made by P. 
M. Lagan, commissioner of dairying 
and live -stock, yesterday, to a report- 
er for the Colonist. Ho said that lie 
bad marie an inspection of the Victoria 
creamery, examining many cans. He 
had found .some of the cream in fairly 
good condition but much was decidedly 
had. There was every evidence that 
the cream had not been cooled after 
separation for if it had, there was no 
reason why it should not maintain its 
sweetness in such weather as that 
which wns being experienced. 

Mr. Logan said, that he had visifed 
a dairy in the neighborhood of Otta- 
wa where mlik had been in [lrst -class 
shape for twenty-one days during the 
month of July, and cream was much 
easier to keep than milk. Ho claimed 
that If farmers could not keep the 
former for three days It must be the 
result of gross carelessness or the ad- 
option of improper methods on connec- 
tion with the management of their es- 
tablishments. He would he sorry, ho 
said, to condemn the premises of any 
of those contributing to the creameries 
hut unless there was an Improvement, 
he felt that it would bo Imperative that 
summary action should be taken. 

In, order that the attention of the 
dairymen of the province might be 
drawn to the necessity of Improvement 
in this direction Mr. Logan has luid 
circulars distributed throughout the 
different agricultural districts. These 
road as follows: 

"Our provincial creamer}' hatter has 
a fairly good name, but we want to 
make it still better. No butter-maker 
can make the finest quality of butter 
unless the cream used has been prop- 
erly cared for. This is where the co- 
operation of every creamery patron 
Is necessary if the best results are to 
be obtained. By Improving the quality 
we enhance the value, and conse- 
quently raise the price. Consumers 
do not object to paying a good price, 
if the quality Is right, but they will 
not pay a high price for poor butter. 

Probably the greatest opportunities 
for improvement is In the care of the 
cream, although better care of the 
stables, separators and milk utensils 
is greatly needed. 

"You doubtless know that nearly ali 
bad flavors, as well as sourness. In 
■ 'cam and m'.U< are caused by the in- 
troduction and development of bacter- 
ia. Therefore, the natural remedy Is 
to keep as many of these bacteria as 
possible out of the milk and cream, and 
then make development as unfavorable 
as possible for those which do get In ! 

"Bacteria, capable of producing had [ 
flavors, are found nearly everywhere; 
in the line dust of the stable, on the 
hairs of the cow, which frequently 
drop In the milk, in the crevices and 
corners of milk pahs, strainers and 
separators, which have not been prop- 1 
erly washed and scalded; and also In 
the foul air of the dairy house, cellar] 
or well, where the cream is kept. To 
keep these germs out of the milk it is | 
necessary to keep the stable clean, to, 
brush the cow's udder before you begin 
to milk, to see that all the milk uten- 
sils are thoroughly washed with warm 
water and then scalded, for unless the 1 
water is boiling the germs will not bo 
killed. Then, whenever possible, put 
these milk things in the sun, as sup-, 
light Is one of the greatest destroyers 
of undesirable germ life, known. 

"You know that farm crops will not 
grow when the ground is too cold, 
neither will bacteria develop rapidly In 
cold mlik or cream. The remedy then 
is simple: Pool the cream to as low 
a temperature as you can, as soon af- 
ter it Is milked as possible; in this 
way you check the germs before they 
begin to develop, 

"I know of some who leave the 
cream '" ler the separator 'pout for 
sc-ru: I 1 with no attempt at j 

con-Mug ihei. ,e butter-maker re- 
turns this cream, they think ho has a 
spite at them, and accuse him of fav- 
ouring their neighbors. 

"As soon as the cream is separated 
the can should bo set In cold water 
and stirred slightly every half hour 1 
until the cream is below fifty degrees, 
or colder if possible. If no stirring 
is done the rream next In the outside 

of Lho can becomes coc i while the 

centre remains warm as ever, and 
consequently becomes sour much soon- 
er than It would If properly stirred. 
During the warm weather a largo per- 
centage of the cream Is sent to the 
creameries In bad condition, making 
it Impossible for the butter-maker to 
produce butter of the highest quality. 
This need not bo If each patron would 
take a little more pains In earing for 
his cream. One bad lol of cream af- 
fects the whole churning. Will you

Five milk testing associations have 
been formed in British Columbia 
through the agency of K. M. Logan, 
commissioner of dairying and Ave 
stock, located as follows: Chilllwack, 
SardU, Ladncr, l.ulu Island and Cow- 
Ichan. 

.Mr. Logan says that it would be 
feasible to establish such organiza- 
tions in other sections but that it 
would be Impossible for the official 
who has been appointed. A. S. Rankin, 
formerly manager of the Chilllwack 
creamery, to cover the ground. lie 
hopes, however, that the advantage of 
the project to the dairymen will have 
been so convincingly demonstrated In 
two.ve months time that both the 
federal and provincial authorities will 
recognize its value anil agree to the 
appointment of another official, thus 
permitting all the districts to be In- 
cluded. 

The object of the milk testing Is 
to Improve the herds of the province. 
The system was originally introduced 
in Denmark, where there- are now 
some two thousand associations. The 
object of the assoeial ions, is to give 
the members an opportunity to have 
samples of milk taken from the differ- 
ent cows of their respective herds, and 
Huhectod to a monthly test. Inspector 
Rankin will make regular trips to 
each centre, testing the milk thus ob- 
tained, and keeping the records for 
reference. In this way each dairy- 
man Is abie to ascertain just how 
much butter fat bis cows give in a 
stated period. In other words ho Is In- 
formed of tlie comparative value of the 
different animals in his possession, 
and, consequently. i' : able to weed out 
the poor ones. This of course Is of 
inestimable assistance in an effort 10 
place a dairying business mi a paying 
basis and is expected to enable those 
concerned to Improve their Su rds to a 
material extent. 

The testing will he commenced about 
.lane 1,-,. Thereafter .Mr. Rankin will 
make a monthly nip through the dis- 
tricts which have been enumerated. As 
there are already some j.-joo cows on 
the list, he will likely be kept oxtreme- 
iy busy,

J. A. Kel- 
ley, the well-known nurseryman, of 
Kairvlew, knew the man well at 
Brighton, Lint., in lstlu. lie was then 
known as Albert 15. Horsley ami he con- 
I ducted a cheese factory about a mile 
and a hall from the town. He was re- 
j garded as an average citizen. His 
; tamily was well-known in Brighton, 
particularly .Mrs. Fruser. It was un- 
derstood thai Horsley was fairly suc- 
1 cessful in business and the first thing 
i to dispel Ibis impression was the an- 
| nouncement that the cheese factory 
had been burned to the ground. When 
Horsley applied for his insurance the I 
I suspicion gained ground in. a the fac- 
: tory laid been burned down lor the in- | 
I surance. However this never went any 
1 further than a vague suspicion, but 
: when a few months afterwards, in the 
early spring of 1896, Albert E, llors- 
ley suddenly ran away from Brighton, 
leaving his wife and children, the op- 
j Inlon was freely expressed that the 
I cheese factory had been destroyed to 
gel the insurance. A few days after 
his departure, a .Mrs. Alonzo Simp- 
son suddenly left Brighton. She was 
well connected, had an affectionate 
husband, and a little girl, years old. 
! Dllllgent search revealed the fact tiiat 
j Horsley and .Mrs. Simpson met in De- 
troit. They remained there a short 
time, and fear of detection led the 
guilty couple to make a hasty de- 
parture for the west. The relatives 
of both families were persistent In 
their search, but could learn nothing 
of the whereabouts of the elopers. Mrs. 
Simpson's father was well off, and his 
daughter's disgrace bore heavily upon 
him. The husband, who had been 
greatly attached to his wile, was 
anxious to take the erring wife back 
on account of his little girl, and he 
kept ui). .the search. 

During the late summer or early au- 
tumn of 1896, Albert 13. Horsley and 
-Mrs. Huttie Simpson reached Nelson.

CHEAP INSULTS 

The Montreal Herald thinks it has 
done a. very clever thing in comparing 
»Ir. McBridc's visit t.> London in the 
interest.s of this province with that of 
tho Indian chiefs, who wont lust sum- 
mer to see tho King, and of course 
tho Victoria Times is so charmed 
With tho insulting Inference that It 
must needs reproduce it with com- 
ments of its own. Nothing so delights 
tho heart of the Liberal organ in this 
city as cheap sarcasm, but wo confess 
to surprise that a newspaper of re- 
spectability, like the .Montreal Herald, 
should feel Itself warranted in making 
such observations. If tho union of the 
Canadian provinces is over to bo ono 
of hearts and sentiment there must be 
an end of the miserable spirit animat- 
ing such references as that of the 
Herald. Mr. McBrldo lias gone to the 
legislature on a mission sanctioned 
by tho groat majority of tho people of 
British Columbia. Ho lias gone to 
promote a claim upon which there is 
no difference of opinion among the 
people of British Columbia. He is in 
London seeking for justice, which was 
denied tho province at Ottawa. Ho 
may fail. Wo have no means of as- 
certaining whether or not ho Is like.y 
to succeed; but we know that if ho 
does fail, if by reason of tho unwil- 
lingness of Sir Wilfrid Laurier to con- 
sent to tho question being reopened 
before the Colonial Office, .Mr. Mc- 
TJiklo returns empty-handed, there 
will be a profound feeling from ono 
end of this province to the other that 
British Columbia has boon treated 
with gross injustice, and we do not be- 
lieve this will be lessened in any de- 
gree by such ill-advised utterances as 
that in which the Herald lias seen fit 
to indulge. 

The Herald in Hie article wherein 
tho insulting reference is made, says 
that doubtless Mr. McBride can make 
out a good case for exceptional treat- 
ment, and it adds "that the province 
is entitled to a good deal more than 
the others was never disputed." It 
professes to think that the allowance 
of $100,000 a year for ten years was 
a very handsome offer. The province 
of British Columbia does not think 
so, and If Mr. McBride had accepted 
any such sum, the loudest condemna- 
tion would have emanated from the 
Liberal party in the province, which 
is committed to Hie proposition that 
the exceptional relief must not only 
be large but permanent. 

The Herald slates that Mr. McBride 
said he was going to the foot of the 
throne but has got no further than 
tho office of tlio Colonial Secretary. 
Wo ask tin- Herald in all seriousness 
if it thinks this a remark that ought 
to be made in its columns about the 
premier of another province. Does 
Hie Herald believe that Mr. McBride 
expected to present a petition to the 
King in person? If it does not, and 
it Is hardly supposable that it is so 
ignorant as to hold any such opinion, 
for even the Times folt obliged to ad- 
mit that ii did not think so, al- 
though ii had saiil so over ami over 
again; but if tho Herald does not 
think- so, what does it mean by seek- 
ing to create the impression among Its 
readers that the Premier of British 
Columbia is in London seeking a per- 
sonal audience with His Majesty upon 
tho question of bett< r terms'.' The 
Herald should he ashamed of itself, u 
should he above the petty nastinesa 
of endeavoring to place a provincial 
premiei- in a fniso light. There are 
thousands of readers of the Herald, 
who will believe that .Mr. McBride 
went to London to lay his ease before 
the King, but was unable to get any 
further i han the office of the Colonial 
Secretary; whereas the Herald knows, 
or at least ought to know, that no col- 



lsH Columbia. This la, in some re- 
spects, a most extraordinary thing 
when one comes to think about It. For 
many years Victoria was tho chief 
settlement in the province. It was 
peopled by a mining community to a 
large extent, tho.t is to say, the major- 
ity of tho men residing here, at one 
period in tho city's history, had in one 
way or another, followed mining for 
a livelihood. But their fields of labor 
wore on tho Mainland — notably the 
Cassiar and Cariboo districts. Save 
for tho "rush" to the placers of Leech 
river in 1SG2, no discoveries were 
made on the Island which attracted 
groat attention. In tho early days 
placer mining was the only branch 
of tho industry considered worthy of 
being exploited, lode mining not being 
seriously engaged ■ in until, compara- 
tively speaking, a few years ago. As 
Vancouver Island was not believed to 
possess rich placer "diggings," the 
miners' attention was naturally drawn 
to tho Mainland. But with the ad 
vent of capital to engage in lode min 
ing in this province on a comprehen- 
sive scale, one would have thought 
that more attention would have been 
paid to Vancouver Island that proved 
the case. Vv'o are putting tho case ac 
curately in saying that less is actually 
known of the mineral resources of this 
Island than any other district in tho 
province, save, of course, tho remote 
northern interior. It may prove prof- 
itable and interesting to speculate In 
lode mining, and in the progress thus 
far made in the industry in this prov- 
ince, capital has trod in the footsteps 
of the prospector, wherever the latter 
may have wandered; and to a very 
marked extent the trails have led to 
districts on the Mainland and not 
Vancouver Island. This is probably 
due to the fact that It Is very diffi- 
cult fur a prospector (o make his way 
about on tills Island, which has so 
often been described by those who 
speak with knowledge as the roughest 
area in tho province — in its topogra- 
phical features. Precipitous moun- 
tains, deep ravines and tremendously 
thick underbrush are obstacles In the 
ptith of tho prospector, which have 
thus far deterred him from examining 
as ho would wish a district which is 
believed to be as rich in mineral re- 
sources of the first order as any other 
in the province. All expert examin- 
ation which has thus far been made 
supports this belief. But. it Is little 
short of astounding to learn how little 
is known of the country in respect to 
its mineral resourced. Draw a lino 
bisecting the Island, from Nanaimo on 
the east coast to AlbernI on the west 
coast, and all that portion north of 
the line is practically a terra incog- 
nita to the prospector and tho miner. 
Of course in the immediate vicinity 
of tho small settlements which fringe 
the cast and west coasts in tho north- 
ern portion of the Island, some pros- 
pecting has been done, but only in a 
most desultory fashion. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Vancouver Island 
has been but cursorily examined by 
tlie prospector, some very valuable 
properties have been discovered, with 
the result that the industry is alreadv 
fairly established hero. Tho plans of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway for the 
development of the Island, which are 
to be pushed vigorously to consumma- 
tion, imply that it will be thrown open 
to tho prospectors in a maimer which 
ought to result | n very Important dis- 
coveries. Within a very brief period 
districts now absolutely Inaccessible 
will have been pierced by survey par- 
ties, trails and roads will have been 
constructed, and a way will bo thus 
opened for the man with tho pick and 
the magnifying glass. \v e will await 
the result of his examination with the 
keenest Interest and with full confi- 
dence that lie will reveal to tho capi- 
t rich fields for profitable atten-

He advocates i| more Intimate 
trade between the colonies and, admit- 
ting that the conditions vary greatly and 
are opposed to a total preference, he sug- 
gests the ere. ii ion of rapid steamship 
lines which will supplement the lower- 
ing of tariff by shortening the time for 
transport. As early and possible results 
we foresee a fast Intercolonial Hue. a new 
Fn-n.-li treaty, the abolition of the German 
surtax and partial understanding with 
Australian and New Zealand Lc Canada.

With water transpor- 
tation facilities on either side of the 
Island, it requires no stretch of the

It includes upwards of 20,000 miles of 
railway, namely the Great Northern, 
tho Northern Pacific and tho Chicago, 
Burlington &. Quincy railways. The 
capitalization is as follows, the 
imounts applying to the roads in the 
lbovo order, $250,000,000, $ 3o0,000,000 
and $150,000,000, to which must be 
added $150,000,000 of ore certificates 
recently issued by the Great Northern 
and distributed among its sharehold- 
ers. This total capitalization is ?1,- 
050,000,000, which is over J50.000 a 
mile. It is not a matter of very great '.^iuirhi 
surprise If In the handling of the im- I '""I'ldy of laborei.i. 
menso interests represented by such 
startling sums the poor little- Victoria 
& Sidney is forgotten. Last year 
Great Northern stock sold at $3-18 per 
share and Northern Pacific at $232.

FINDS FRUIT PROMISING. 

Secretary W. J. Brandrith Pays Fraser 
River Valley a Visit.. 

\V. J. Brandrith of Ladner, secretary 
of the British Columbia Fruit Grow- 
ers' association, was in town yester- 
day. His trip to Chllliwack was for 
tho purpose of personally ascertaining 
tho prospects of our fruit crop for the 
present season, says the Fraser Ad- 
vance. He expressed himself as 
highly gratified at tho conditions here, 
declaring without hesitation that the 
outlook for a good crop In Chllllwack 
; waa decidedly more promising than in 
any other part of the province. As 
far as can be determined tit the pres- 
ent time, the frosts of a month ago 
did less damage her,- than In most 
places. In some sections of tlie prov- 
ince tho cherry crop will bo almost a 
total failure, while other fruits have 
suffered us well. Reports from the 
fruit belts of Washington and Oregon 
show that tlf cherry and peach or- 
chards have suffered greatly, and the 
probabilities are that the entire fruit 
production will not be more than half 
the usual amount. Mr. Brandrith, 
thinks that unless something unfore- 
seen transpires, tlie loss throughout 
Hritisn Columbia will be just about 
offset by the Increased acreage in 
bearing this- year, so that the total 
production for tie- province will lie 
practically up to the average.

Cm Ids recent return from the 
interior be observed that all snow had 
disappeared from the lower hills, so 
that tlie water now coming down 
is all from tile I'pper Thompson and 
Fraser rivers.

Cooler and Aerator

H. Ellacott Tells of Beautiful Sito 
for One Recently Exnlnrcd 
by Him 




C. H. Ellacott, civil engineer nnd 
land surveyor, of this city, returned on 
Saturday from an expedition up the 
Columbia ami Canoe rivers to Tote 
Jaun Cache, the distance from Rev- 
elstuko being about 120 miles, prac- 
tically all heavy poling and lining. 

Discusshig his trip with a reporter 
on the Colonist, Mr. Ellacott said the 
trip was most successful and delight- 
ful, the Canoe River valley being par- 
ticularly beautiful and well wortli see- 
ing. The view from the bench be- 
tween Canoe river and Cranberry lake 
was unequalled. At that point one 
might look down either of the three 
valleys, Canoe, Thompson or Fraser, 
for miles, and in every direction could 
see peak after peak, with their glacier- 
bearing sides or snow-capped tops 
gradually disappearing in the distance. 
Looking south the attention was ar- 
rested by majestic Mount .Milton, 
named after the first white man to 
visit that section of the country. It 
occupied and was the centre of an en- 
trancing panorama of mountains, val- 
leys and rivers, and stood as a noble 
sentinel at the end of [he glacier- 
bearing range lying between the Co- 
lumbia and Thompson valleys. 

Mr. Ellacott said that a person could 
frequently see several different storms, 
miles apart, crossing the valleys while 
he was enjoying the full sunlight. 
With such grandeur Canadians had no 
ne«'d to go to .Switzerland. 

This section would soon attract a 
great deal of tourist travel, fur which 
it is peculiarly fitted Canoe River 
crossing to Tele Jauno Cache, about 
10 miles, should be reserved as a na- 
tional park, it was very sandy, of 
little or no value for cither agriculture 
or timber and only a. small portion 
was valuable for grazing land. 

This portion of the valley was trav- 
ersed by the torturous McLenna-n, 
and the mountains on the west 
containing very valuable ,,iiea 
perhaps the best on the oon- 
•lii. were very sharp, jagged and 
titlful. 



Tho regular meeting of the local 
Council of Women of Victoria and 
Vancouver Island took place yester- 
day at tho city hall.

i'Toni Mrs. Willoughby Cummings, 
giving satisfactory reasons for tho 
delay in the publication of the year- 
book, and staling that she had now 
asked for a year book committer to 
assist in forwarding trie work. 

From Mrs. Frost asking contribu- 
tions from all councils towards thy ex- 
penses of bringing the national coun- 
cil to Vancouver. 

from Mrs. Elliott (Faith Fonton), 
acknowledging the monthly communi- 
cations from the press secretary. 

From Miss Edge, announcing the 
change of date for the National coun- 
cil meeting in Vancouver to July 15 
to 110, and suggesting Hurt the visiting 
delegates spend a short time In Vic- 
toria after the business is concluded. 

From Mr. Hurry, asking this council 
to provide a speaker on the peace and 
arbitration question if possible, ami 
also a paper on Canadian art. 

From Mrs. Heide, Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, forwarding explicit memoranda 
re Australian exhibit of woman's 
work. 

The reports of committees wore then 
delivered. 

In connection witli the Australian 
exhibit of woman's work, Mrs. Hasell 
reported that advertisement cards had 
been well distributed and that the 
committee hoped to receive definite 
entries. Many enquiries had been 
made but some hesitation was shown 
on account of the distance and exclu- 
sion from competition. It should be 
well understood that all charges and 
insuranco on all exhibits are guaran- 
teed and the utmost care in repacking 
is absolutely promised. The invita- 
tion camo as a public spirited appeal 
to tlie world of women,, to share in the 
efforts being made in Melbourne. It 
is urged that tho women of Victoria 
will respond according to their well 
known talent and public spirit. 

Regarding the woman's building, 
leave was asked to continue the pre- 
paration of the prospectus nnd to fur- 
ther tlie distribution of the same at 
tho proper moment. 

The committees dealing with "Pic- 
tures in Public Schools" and "Immi- 
gration," failed to report on account of 
the absence of the convener. 

In this latter connection Mrs. Gil- 
bert reported having exercised indi- 
vidual enterprise on this subject. She 
had met with great encouragement 
both from the government and from 
other persons, she asked the support 
of tho council ami staled that through 
the Salvation'* Army sho hoped to be 
able to import personally selected 
girls, with no extra expense save a 
small fee to cover the expense of su- 
pervision and arrangement. 

Tho following delegates were ap- 
pointed to represent this council at 
the meeting of the National Council in 
Vancouver next month: Mrs. Cooper, 
Mrs. Jenkins, Mrs. (Capt.) Grant, Mrs. 
S3. G. Thompson and Mrs. Sheldon. A 
cordial Invitation was extended to all 
members of the council to attend these 
Important and interesting sessions 
wherever possible 

The question of the sale of liquor 
en tlie fair {founds was further and 
more thoroughly discussed and the 
committee requested to take further 
action in tlie matter and report. 

The president undertook to write to 
Miss Edge regarding the entertain- 
ment of visiting delegates and to re- 
port. 

The King's Daughters of Metchosin 
were warmly welcomed Into affiliation 
with tin., council nnd the meeting ad- 
journed until Monday, July S.

The funeral of Samuel Duncans, tho 
year old son of T. Duncans, is King's 
Road, took place yesterday afternoon, 
tho services being conducted bv the 
Rev. Mr. Miller. of St. Barnabas' 
church Tho cause of death was 
bronchitis. 



In tho logging camps on the main- 
land coast and on the east cast of 
Vancouver Island there are at pres- 
ent over four thousand loggers at 
work, which is dou';le tlie number of 
this time last year. This is the esti- 
niato of Rev. John Antic, commander 
of tlie hospital ship Columbia, which 
visits all these camps that can be 
reached by steamer. 

The Columbia arrived in port Satur- 
day night from Van Anda via Van- 
couver and leaves again this morning 
for the north. Rev. Mr. Antle says 
the ship lias become too small for its 
work, and that if tlie mission of re- 
lieving tlie sick and injured in the 
various camps is to be satisfactorily 
fulfilled a much larger vessel will have 
to bo secured. Tlie Columbia, though 
small, is a splendidly equipped steamer 
with convenient arrangements for 
hospital, church or library purposes. 
On it many surgical operations have 
been performed, lovers have been 
united in matrimony and hundreds of 
peoplo have enjoyed themselves read- 
ing the various books, magazines and 
newspapers provided. 

A hospital to which tlie ship carries 
patients has been mantalned for some 
time past at Rock Ray, another was 
opened at Van Anda last week, and a 
third Is In contemplation at Campbell 
river. At the latter place a Seattle 
company has made arrangements for 
logging on a large scale, and it is an- 
ticipated that fully three hundred men 
will be working there next year. 

At Rock Bay tlie hospital Is now 
overcrowded, and accommodation for 
tlie suffering lias to he made on the 
floor of the building, The capacity 
of the institution should be doubled 
at the present time. 

Rev. Mr. Antle says that tho oppor- 
tunities for workingmen in the log- 
ging enmps has induced a number of 
peoplo to take up land In their vicin- 
ity and that families arc making their 
future homes In these nothern parts 
of British Columbia. The men are 
able to secure employment with the 
lumber companies, and earn enough 
in six months to enable them to carry 
one clearing operations on their home- 
steads for the remainder of tlie venr.

KILLED BY A BULL 

Tragic Occurrence on Howard Gould 
Estate 

New York, Juno 8.--A special to the 
Tribune from Port Washington, L. I., 
says: While feeding a bull, a favorite 
pet of Mrs. Howard Could, M. Mc- 
Bont, head stockman of tho Gould es- 
tate was knocked down and gored to 
death. McBent had fed the animal 
and was leaving tho stable when the 
bull charged on him, knocking him to 
tho lloor. His screams and cries for 
help 'brought Chas. .Lawroneovllle, 
butler for tho Untormyer family, 
which has leased the Gould place. 
Lawrencevllle attacked the angry 
beast with a hay fork. The buK 
started for Lawroneovllle and knocked 
him down, but without doing any in- 
jury. Other employers then drove tho 
hull Into the stable. McBent vvaa 
found unconscious and bled to death be- 
fore medical aid arrived. 



Victoria sealers are considering a 
claim against tho Dominion govern- 
ment arising out of the abortive set- 
tlement of the sealing claims against 
the Russian government for the illegal 
seizure of the sealing schooners Car- 
molite, Vancouver Belle, Rosie Olsen 
and Maria, and the "warning-out" of 
the schooners Maud S., Ainoka and C. 
H, Tupper, the last three lowing their 
season in consequence. Two other 
schooners were also seized, the Willie 
McGowan and Ariel, but the Russian 
government paid over $-10,000 to those 
interested in them in payment for the 
illegal seizure. 

'file claims of the others are still 
unsottled, and a strange position lias 
arisen regarding them. Tliere is an 
impasse. Russia agreed to pay $44,- 
701 compensation for the seizure of 
the schooners Carmolito and Vancou- 
ver Belle if the other claims were 
Withdrawn, anil the Canadian repre- 
sentative at tiie' conference held in 
London with the Russian delegates 
agreed to a settlement on this basis. 
Protests were made by the owners and 
those Interested in the other schooners 
than tlie Carmolito and Vancouver 
Belle, who were unwilling to be sacri- 
ficed to allow of a settlement by which 
their claims were to be set aside while 
those of the owners of other vessels 
seized under similar conditions were 
compensated, Russia, however, lias 
paid over tho money agreed upon for 
for the Carmolito and Vancouver Belle, 
and holds that the matter is settled. 
The sealers are considering, in conse- 
quence, the pressing of their claims 
against the Dominion government for 
tho settlement due them for illegal 
seizure, holding that If the govern- 
ment saw fit to make a i compromise 
they should recompense those whose 
Interests were sacrificed in order to 
effect the settlement arrived at. 
Claim Equal Right. 
The owners of the Rosie Olsen and 
.Maria claim they have equal right to 
compensation with the owners of the 
two other vessels as the circumstances 
of tlie seizure were almost identical. 
All the claims had been pending since 
1892, when the Victoria sealers were 
captured while, engaged in their legi- 
timate vocation off the Copper island 
j sealing grounds. All the schooners in 
question were confiscated and the cap- 
I tains and crew imprisoned at Petro- 
pavlovsk. After some years of nego- 
tiation Russia agreed to settle for the 
Ariel and Willie McGowan, and did 
so. In 1904 a conference way arranged 
between Canada and Russia,! the im- 
perial government officials taking no 
part. Tlie Dominion government sent 
Henry A. Little of Woodstock, Ont., 
to London to negotiate with two dele- 
gates appointed by Russia. Mr. Little 
was given particulars of the claims of 
the Victoria sealers, aggregating $130,- 
S 1 2 . o . and after several meetings it 
was arranged that the claims of tile 
.schooners Carmolito - and Vancouver 
Belle would bo acknowledged, condi- 
tional that all the other claims bo 
withdrawn. This settlement was rec- 
ommended to Ottawa by -Mr. Little for 
acceptance as the only one that ap- 
peared possible. Some correspondence 
with the British home office followed 
and the proposals of the Russian gov- 
ernment were finally accepted as a 
settlement in full for all outstanding 
claims in connection with the claims 
tor the seizures of ISO!'. 

Government's Position. 
When tlie protests of the other own- 
ers were received at Ottawa the gov- 
ernment again took the matter under 
consideration, but Russia held that it 
was a closed question. The govern- 
ment was in a quandary. At the close 
of 1906 the minister of marine sub- 
mitted the matter to the governor ln- 
eouncii, asking how far Canada might 
he justified in withdrawing claims 
filed by the owners of the vessels 
which had for years been pressed 
upon the imperial government and in 
turn upon the Russian government, 
and to what extent, if any. .such action 
■night render the -Canadian govern- 
ment liable to claimants for satisfac- 
tion of their claims under the peculiar 
circumstances. Some correspondence 
with the British government took 
place also In this regard, and the Im- 
perial government officials stated that 
while they appreciated the difficulty 
in which the Canadian ministers were 
placed by the stipulation made by t be 
Russian government in settling the 
claims of the Carmolito and Vancouver 
Belle they wished it to be clearly 
understood that, as the Canadian gov- 
ernment had accepted the compromise, 
the imperial government could not ad- 
mit any liability lor compensation to 
the parties whose claims were with- 
drawn. In other words, it was con- 
sidered as "up to" the Canadian gov- 
ernment. 

Declines All Responsibility. 
In further correspondence between 



tho Dominion and the British govern- 
ments regarding tlie .settlement tho 
colonial secretary of Great Britain 
wrote to the governor general of Can- 
ada: 

"1 would remind you that your min- 
isters accepted the proposal for a con- 
ference of delegates In .London, and 
duly selected their own .representative, 
Mr. Litt.e, for that purpose. Mr. 
Dittlo carried on all the discussions} 
with the Russian delegates and tho 
original settlement was recommended 
by him. His majesty's government; 
took no part in the discussions and 
assumed no responsibility for the re- 
sult." 

Wero Outside Limits. 

The Carmollte, Vancouver Belle, 
Maria and liosie Olsen, which were 
seized by tlie Russians in 1S92 were 
hunting off tlie Copper Island sealing 
grounds, far outside the limits. Cap- 
tain Hughes, master of the C. P. R. 
steamer Princess Beatrice, had chargo 
of the Carmollte; Captain Sprott Bal- 
com, . manager of the Pacific Whaling 
company, of the Maria; Captain Keefo 
of the liosie Olsen, and Captain Copp 
of the Vancouver Belle. The Rosie 
Olsen was first captured, being taken 
on July 1, forty miles off the Copper 
Islands by the Russian cruiser ICotlk. 
She had J70 seal skins on board at the 
time. Some days later the Kotik 
found the Vancouver Belle and took 
her, and five weeks later, on August 
21, 3892, the Maria was seized, and 
live days after tins tho Carmollte. All 
four vessels were taken to Petropav- 
lovsk, where tlie crews were lmprls- 
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Rosie Olsen was forty miles away, yet 
the Canadian representative agreed to 
forego payment for the latter, al- 
though the Russians agreed to pay for 
the former. 

Were Cruelly Used. 

Tin; sealers yvho were prisoners of 
Russia at the time remember their ex- 
periences witli anything but pleasure. 
The schooners were almost gutted on 
arrival, everything of value being 
taken, even the sidelights being com- 
mandeered for the governor's resi- 
dence. The scalers were also robbed 
of their possessions, anil left with only 
what clothes they stood In and were 
then imprisoned in what had been a 
henhouse before it was a jail, From 
this prison the seal hunters could look 
upon Russians walking past them clad 
in the sweaters and long hoots stolen 
from them, and also saw the governor 
and his people looting the schooners 
which had been confiscated. Seven 
kopecks, or -I l-. r > cents a day, were al- 
lowed them for food, and had it not 
been for sympathetic people they 
iwould have starved. 

A few weeks after tho sealers were 
thrown Into the former henhouse the 
governor summoned Captain Copp of 
.'the Vancouver Belle and gave him the 
schooner Rosie Olsen, owned by A. K. 
Munro and associates of Victoria, on 
'condition he would carry as many of 
the seal hunters as could be crowded 
■on board back to their homes. Cap- 
tain Copp arrived in the fall of 1S92 
with eighty emaciated sealers, whites 
-and Indians, crowded on board the 
vessel, tlie remainder of the prisoners 
being brought across by the bark Ma- 
jestic, which foundered a year after- 
ward. The American master of the 
'Majestic demanded $50 fare for bring- 
ing the sealers home. On arrival Cap- 
'tain Copp rechristened the Rosie Ol- 
sen the "Prize" and, 'claimed possession 
of her on the groirnd that the vessel 
had been presented to him by the Rus- 
sian governor of Petropavlovslc. Ac- 
tion was taken in tin- courts by tin- 
legal owners, who were given their 
vessel. 

Interests Sacrificed. 

A. K. Munro, managing owner of 
the steamer Rosio Olsen, In an inter- 
view with a reporter for The Colonist, 
said he had not been advised that the 
compromise had definitely been effect- 
ed whereby his interests with those 
of tho other schooners whose claims 
wen- to he withdrawn were sacrificed 
to close the mailer, but any such com- 
promise would not be acceptable to 
him, and he would continue to press 
his rightful claim. To settle the claims 
of two vessels which were to be with- 
drawn was distinctly unfair, and he 
thought the owners atid those Inter- 
ested in the other vessels would look 
to the Dominion government for set- 
tlement of their claims. He protested 
strongly against such a. settlement ar- 
rived at.

"On behalf of the owners of the 
sealing schooner Rosie olsen, of which 
1 was manager at the time of seizure 
in 1892, I beg to protest against the 
proposed settlement as Indicated in 
your favor. I understand that this set- 
tlement means a relinquishment of all 
claims except those .if the Carmollte 
and Vancouver Belle. I submit that 
my schooner in the pursuit of her legi- 
timate vocation, Is entitled to. and I 
demand for her the same protection 
from the government as Is accorded 
those two schooners. 

"As will be remembered the Russian 
government singled out two schooners, 
the Ariel and Willie McGowan, in the 
first Instance and granted them com- 
pensation for wrongful seizure, but 
claimed that in all tho other cases the 
seizures were justified. After years of

schooners were wrongfully seized 
has offered to compensate them.

"Tho vessel was taken to Y'ancouver 
by Captain Copp under the name of 
"Prize" and he endeavored to retain 
possession of her, but ultimately, after 
much expense, trouble and delay, she 
was recovered by her owners in a 
gutted and pillaged condition long af- 
ter the sealing season had closed. 

"If /It Is found necessary on public 
grounds to close this question by ac- 
cepting a compromise, it is unjust that 
the loss entailed by such settlement 
should fall upon private individuals. 

"Should the government, in the pub- 
lic Interest, be compelled to abandon 
and sacrifice our claim in order to ar- 
rive at a compromise then it rests 
with the government to compensate us 
for such sacrifice, as it is unfair that 
we should he made to suffer in the 
public interest. After thirteen weary 
years of waiting tlie matter now ap- 
pears to be approaching a final set- 
tlement and I appeal to you to see that 
we are treated with fairness and Jus- 
■tfice." 

From tlie Department. 

This letter was sent by Mr. Munro 
in answer to one sent by tin; minister 
of marine, which read as follows: 

"The question of the long standing 
claims of Canadian sealers against the 
Russian government for seizure and 
Interference with sealing vessels in 
the North Pacific ocean during the 
year 1S92, has reached a point of ad- 
mitting of the possibility of final set- 
tlement, although one in which all 
claimants cannot participate. 

"It will be remembered that after 
the seizures the Russian government 
appointed a special commission of in- 
vestigation, to which all the evidence 
on both sides was submitted. The 
finding of the commission was that 
the evidence against the Willie Mc- 
Gowan ami Ariel of having invaded 
Russian territorial jurisdiction was not 
sufficiently decisive, and these vessels 
were recognized as Inning claims 
against Russia; but In the cases of 
all the other schooners it was con- 
tended that the seizures and interfer- 
ences were justified.

EXCITING VOYAGE 

For Ten Days Crew Fought Fire 
in Bunkers on Way From 
Guayaquil 



Fought for Life With Companion 
With Back to Wall When Attack- 
ed by Revolutionists

ing ten days o£ which Capt. Dent and Alfara.' 



"When Capt. Dent was at CS-jayacivll 
un election had been In progress for 
three days and not 'one oppD.iP.I in 
vote had been cast. This, Capt. Unit 
says, was not to ho wondered at. The 
army officers and police, with rpvLs 
ready, are posted at every voting 
place, mostly tables placed In the ipen 
at street corners, anil woo betlu : a ny 
man who votes the opposition ticket. 
In addition the soldiers and police are 
taken from the barracks ia a bo'*y 
and marched from booth to bo Kb to 
cast as many votes as possible, and 
sometimes they wore marched around 
the block bade to the original booth to 
vote again. 

When the Wynerlc's master, witli 
his friend, Mr. Finnegan, was at a 
cafe, the tables being spread under an 
awning open to the street, they heard 
a shouting ami saw a mob armed 
with clubs rushing down the street.

loft the three and rushed to the cafe, 
shouting "Viva la Presidente. Viva

pending. 

The Wyneric was live days at sol 
on her way here when smoke was seei 
curling from the open hatches, and at j 
night flames hurst out. Then a heavy | 
explosion shook the "nig steamer from j 
stem to stern, followed by smaller ex- 
plosions, which caused considerable 
alarm. The crew was unable to get 
into the hold owing to the suffocating 
smoke, which soon curled up, with oc- 
casional bursts of flame. The trouble 
was traced to the cross-bunker, run- 
ning from side to side of the steamer 



The South American coal loaded had 
seemingly been put in the bunkers 
wet and had taken fire as the resulc 
of spontaneous combustion. Luckily 
there was a break in the bunker which 
allowed an escape for the gas gener- 
ated by the burning coal, otherwise It 
is feared the explosions which shook 
the vessel so severely would have had 
serious results. 

The third day Capt. Dent led the 
way into the 'tween decks and climbed 
down into tile hold with a hose to 
pour water into tho bunkers, which 
had previously been flooded with wa- 
ter pumped from the deck. The smoke 
was thick, but it was found the men 
could live in the hold, and the mate 
and boatswain clambered down.. They 
remained about lifleen minutes when 
Capt. Dent began to feel faint. As 
soon as lie reached the deck he suc- 
cumbed, being overcome by the pois- 
onous gas inhaled while below. After 
some effort he was revived. The two 
others also dropped their heads on 
their breasts and pitched over on the 
deck as soon as they came up from 
Vielow, but were brought to after a 
short time without injury. 

Tho tire continued for ten days, de- 
spite the work of the crew, tho ex- 
plosions continuing, but gradually he- 
coming weaker. About thirty tons i>f 
coal were thrown overboard in the ef- 
fort to get rid of the danger. It seems 
that the tire was on tiie bottom of 
the coal In the cross-hunker, and it 
was found that the bottom of the fuel 
there was burned to cinders, while 
that on top was uninjured. Not until 
Friday last, when the steamer was 
nearing Capt Flnttery, was the tire 
extinguished. 

Tin; Wyneric was to have been 
placed in the drydock on arrival here 
on Sunday had not the steamer 
Northwestern been on the blocks. It 
was arranged that the Wyneric was to 
be surveyed and cleaned and painted

Luckily 
a half-dozen or more foreigners, Brit- 
ish ami American. who heard the 
noise id' the lighting, saw the two 
With their backs to the wall and 
sailed In, fighting through the crowd 
of natives with their lists. Soon one 
of the natives shouted something and 
the whole mob rushed up the street. 
Ji seems that a member of a hated 
family was seen and the mob rushed 
off to attack him. He rushed to a 
house, and his brother, who was met 
on the stairway, was badly beaten, by 
tho mob, being knocked unconscious 
by the clubs of the crowd. 

Capt. Dent, had another experience 
with an Ecuador crowd, but escaped 
by taking to his heels. He tells of an 
attempt to start a revolution, which 
failed. About May 14 the revolution- 
ists stationed emissaries at tho various 
lire stations, about 31 in number, and 
at a given signal all the tiro bells 
were started ringing, as though a gen- 
eral alarm was being sounded. The 
idea was to get all hands Into the 
streets, and, working on the usual 
Latin-American excitement, work 
them up to the necessary pitch to 
start a revolution. But the revolution 
did not come off, as Capt. Dent said: 
"The weather was too hot." 

About 98 miles of the Ecuador rail- 
way to connect Quito with tho coast 
had been completed. There was about 
as much again to construct through 
the hilly districts. The railway people 
were endeavoring to run 112-ton en- 
gines en a 56-pound rail, and many 
accidents have occurred In conse- 
quence. A number of Americans are 
employed on this road, but arc not 
much in favor witli the people.

Capt. Dent, of the British steamer 
Wyneric, which reached port on Sun- 
day, had some exciting adventures 
While the cargo of coal brought to 
Guayaquil by the Weir steamer was 
being unloaded into lighters at the 
Ecuador port. There were rumors of 
an impending revolution in the north 
when tho Wyneric was at Guayaquil, 
and in some way t lie Impression had 
got abroad that arms were bei'ng sur- 
reptitiously loaded on the Wyneric for 
use of the Insurgents. The tug with 
the lighters to unload coal from the 
steamer had to work when tie' tides 
were favorable, and on two or three 
occasions came oil' soon after Ihe ar- 
rival of the Guayaquil railroad's train, 
and this gave color to the report, and 
Capt. I lout's photograph was po 
about by (lie police on tho wall 
the place as a suspected person. He 
was attacked by revolutionists while 
in a rati', and. assisted by an irishman 
named Finnegan, fought oft his as- 
sailants with a revolver. 

President Alfara, from what was 
learned by Capt. Dent, is anxious to 

abdicate, but tin.' officers who sur- 

rovrd him are unwilling that he 
BhojM d j so, and they threaten to 
Id'.l mm if he leaves Ids post. The 
president Is interested in the Guaya- 
quil railroad, which is being con- 
structed from the coast to Quito, the 
capital, over a mountturtious route, 
and there is considerable dissatisfac- 
tion with regard to the railway w >rk. 
President Alfara, however, is popular 
with both army and navy, for he is 
the only president who is known to 
have paid tho lighting men regularly. 
All hough tho revolutionists are busy 
and heavy lighting has taken place on 
occasions In tho north, the outbreak 
has never reached any serious propor- 
tions. The people are very unsettled 
though, and strenuous times may hi; 
looked for by visitors to Guayaquil. 



BELLEROPHON IN PORT 

Big Blue Funnel Liner Reached Outer 
Dock on Sunday from Liverpool 

Coming from Liverpool after a voy- 
age of til. days tho big Blue Funnel 
line steamer Bellerophone, Capt. Bart- 
lett, reached Victoria from Yokohama 
on Sunday and after landing 111? Jap- 
anese at this port proceeded to Taco- 
ma. She will return on Thursday 
discharge timout SUU tons of general 
freight, including a large amount of 
whisky and other wet goods for local 
merchants. For Vancouver the steam- 
er has included among other freight 
the boiler and machinery for the new 
tug being built for the coal trade by 
Marpole it Macdonald to tow the hulk 
of the former Canadian Pacific Navi- 
gation company's steamer Princess 
Louise, bought and dismantled for use 
as a barge by the Vancouver com- 
pany. The steamer, all told, had 5.039 
tons of general freight from Liverpool 
and the Orient.

MARIECHEN INSURANCE 

Underwriters Must Pay for Cargo Lost 
When German Steamer Was 
Wrecked 

Underwriters of the cargo of tiie 
German steamer Marieehen have been 
ordered by a San Francisco court to 
pay {31,148 for insurance on the cargo 
of Hour lost when the steamer found- 
ered at False bay, Alaska. The insur- 
ance was carried by the St. Paul Fire 
& Insurance Co., of St. Paul, Minn. 

The suit was to recover ?2S,500 and 
$2,648.91 Interest on a policy on a cargo 
of flour lost in the wreck on tho 
steamship Marieehen In January, 1900. 
during a voyage from Seattlo to Vladl- 
vostock. On tiie First day out from 
Seattle tho steamer encountered a vio- 
lent storm and on the fifth day water 
burst through a porthole and Hooded 
tho hold and coal bunkers, disabling 
the engines and causing the ship to go 
ashore near Juneau, Alaska. 

The insurance company refused to 
pay the amount of the policy, alleging 
as a reason that at the time .the policy 
was Issued the ship was imsoaworthy 
and that the Barneson-Hibbcrd com- 
pany had no insurable interest in the 
cargo. 

Tho Marieehen was raised and 
brought to Esquimau by the British 
Columbia Salvage company's steamer 
Salvor for which work J37.500 was 
paid by the underwriters, to whom the 
steamer had been abandoned as a 
total loss by the owners. The under- 
writers turned o\v,r the vessel to the 
owners at Esquimalt and the vessel 
was sold for Sa.OOO. which was $2,500 
9 than her owners owed the gov- 
ernment for dock dues. The steam- 
er's hull, being scrapped by her new 
owners, is lying at the bottom of the 
harbor at Seattle where it sank some 
weeks ago.

ever, which does not preclude tho pos- 
sibility of endless forms of ship con- 
struction by varying tho length, the 
breadth, the draught and the vessel's 
curves and water line. 

"In order further to ascertain what 
form is really the best, several plans 
similar to the first, but differing from 
it somewhat in detail, tire made. Mod- 
els made of paraffin wax are cast of 
the various forms designed, and by 
means of an ingeniously constructed 
machine are cut in exact accordance 
with the ship's design on the construc- 
tional drawing, The models being 
now ready, are lowered into the wa- 
ters of the basin and brought to a cor- 
rect draught line by means of wooden 
weights. They are then towed suc- 
cessively, with increasing speed, 
through the water, and for tills pur- 
pose n carriage Is necessary, which, 
driven by a rope or an electric motor, 
rolls over the basin on rails erected on 
each side of the tank. Under this the 
model hangs and on the carriage is 
placed all tho necessary apparatus for 
the measurement of the resistance and 
speed. 

"A great number of such towing ex- 
periments are made, the number de- 
pending upon the total sum of the re- 
sisting curves of the models. The 
model is now chosen which offers the 
smallest resistance at the speed re- 
quired, and from this the working 
drawings of the vessel itself are de- 
signed. From the total resistance 
of the model that of the ship itself is 
calculated by application at a formula 
for the frictional resistance of the 
skin of the vessel, discovered after 
exhaustive experiments and by calcu- 
lation of the wave and eddy resist- 
ance. The form of the ship having 
been determined, the screws best ad- 
apted to Its -propulsion are designed by 
a further series of calculations and 
experiments.

Oak Bay Council Will Preserve 
Beauty in Widening 
Roads 



At last night's meeting of the Oak 
Bay municipal council, held in the 
l-'oul bay road scliDolhnuse, liie reso- 
lution passed at a recent meeting uf 
widen the roadways by the removal of 
tho broom and rose bushea on the 
sides of the roads was assailed by a 
deputation of prominent residents, 
who protested in vigorous terms 
against, the destruction of the natural 
beauty of the roads by such a proce- 
dure. Written ,uid verbal protests 
against, such a course were hurled at 
tin! members of the council profusely 
and alter debating the matter at 
great length tho council decided that 
in future every effort would be made 
to preserve the rose bushes and broom 
and thai whenever it is deemed neces- 
sary to cut them In order to make 
the streets safe for traffic the resi- 
dents should be called Into consul- 
tation as to the best way to do It. A 
motion to that effect was carried nnd 
ho deputation left the council chamber 
satisfied. 

Tho session of the council was a 
short one, there being little of im- 
portance outside of the all-pervading 
question of rose bushes and broom to 
be considered, and adjournment came 
beforo ten o'clock. Reeve Oliver was 
In the chair and tho members of the 
council present were .Messrs. Newton, 
Fernle, Sutherland, Noble and Ratten- 
bury. 

A communication was rend from W. 
C. Hamilton regarding a proposed 
drain on Hampshire road, asking If 
any notion had been taken. The let- 
ter was referred to tho roads and 
bridges committee.

Councillor Pernio rose to remark 
that roads were made for traffic and 
not for rose bushes. Times had 
changed and since tlie advent of the 
automobile it. was absolutely essential 
for public safety that the roads should 
be of a proper width. 

Reeve Oliver pointed ont that while 
certain roads might be left untouched, 
there were other dangerous spots that 
certainly had to lie remedied by the 
cutting of the rose bushes. 
Councillor Sutherland pointed out 
thai the roads when they were opened 
up were public highways and not pri- 
vate roads, and consequently should 
be made safe for public traffic. To do 
this It was necessary that tlie rose 
bushes should be cut away. 

Councillor Rattonbury suggested thai 
some definite line of policy should be 
adopted on (he road question for the 

I future, believing that tlie property 
owners should have a say In regard to 
the widening of tho streets. He offered 
a motion to tho effect that Inasmuch
